The Emperor's Affairs are all on a fudden in a worfe 
Condition than ever, A Confederacy is fiid to be form’d 
by certain Princes and States of the Empire, for main- 
taimng its Neutrality, andObliging the French to quit 
their prefent Quarters. The Queen of Hungary is {aid 
to be at the Head of this Confederacy, and to have pro- 
mifed to fend a Body of 16,000 Men for her Quota ; 
which, it is believ’d, is the Corps under the Command 
of General Thungen, that has already enter’d the Upper 
Palatmmate. As foon as this Army of Obfervation is 
formed, which will confift, in the whole, of 120,000 
Men, the Duke of Lorrsim-will put himfelf at the Head 
of it, His Imperial M.ysfty is in a manner block’d up 


in Munich ; aod we expe€t, every Momenr, to hear that | 


he ts retired, with the Emprefs, to Augsbourg, or fome 
other Place of Safety. ‘The French Troops are as In- 
folent as ever in their Quorters ; but the People com- 
fort themfelves with the Hopes that they cannot con- 
tinue in them long, the Army of the Allics being already 
advanc’d into their Neighbourhood.
